In her letter to thé Clarke College 
seniors, S. Catherine Dunn, BVM, 
Stated, “Your presence is important

On February 26, of this year, S. 
Catherine said to Senior Class Presi- 
dent, Ann Leibold, “You realize that 
Students have no Say in where 
graduation will be held.”

as a friendly wave to the passing cars 
On W. Locust. There was never any 
Intention of Causing any harm to the 
DuCare Bear, the property which it 
Stood on or the feelings of the little 
boys and girls who played around 
him. Unfortunately, an accident did 
happen, and the bear fell from our 
arms, due to its awkwardness and 
weight, causing damage to a few 
Parts of the fiberglass statue. 

The estimated costs of the repair 
were priced at over $2,600. Later, 
Bob Klauer, owner and operator of 
the DuCare Inc., Child Care Center 
was kind enough to settle for $1,500. 


‘The figure appeared to be a little 


high, but we feared that if we tried 
to compromise for a lesser figure, the 
Court would eventually make the 
decision of the amount of restitution, 
and most likely enforce the original 
$2,600. 

Doug Schlesier, a faculty member 
at Clarke, thought that the cost of 
repair seemed a little high. Schlesier 
offered to repair the bear himself, 
having worked with fiberglass quite 
frequently. Schlesier estimated that 
if he were to repair the damages, the 
Cost would be considerably less. He 


Merkes has found her co-op to be 
very beneficial in getting a feel for the 
workplace and learning about peo- 
ple.

Vande Drink said, ‘I really enjoy 
the work. It's fun. It’s up to me to 
design and create ads in a way for 
them to sell. | get to work at my own 
pace most of the time, and 90 per- 
cent of the work is my own creativi- 


Vande Drink had her first co-op job 
last semester working on campus for 
Jane Daly, in the public relations of- 
fice. She helped sell ads and recruit 


could work right on the property, and 
save the money being spent on ship- 
ping and handling of the statue. 
However, Klauer had the right to let 
whomever he wished fix the bear. 
Klauer bought the bear at an auction 
for only $500. The estimated value 
of the statue is now $10,000. 


Much of the public saw this prank 
as a joke, and thought that the ‘Yogi 
Bearers” (as stated in the Telegraph 
Herald) were being punished too 
severely, and that the prank produc- 
ed the most news in Dubuque in a 
very long time. Others were appall- 
ed at our actions, and saw the pain 
and the suffering of those involved 
with the DuCare Center, especially 
the children. 


The “Yogi Bearers" are deeply 
sorry for their actions and seriously 
wish that they had thought twice 
before ingaging in the incident. 

Ahern, Herber, Schmidt and 
myself would like to apologize to S. 
Catherine Dunn and all of the Clarke 
Community for hurting the fine image 
that it has. Also, we would like to 
make a special apology to Mr. Klauer 
and the DuCare Center children for 
damaging the DuCare bear.
